A COMB IN CAMP 


Csbcrn's Statement Causes a Flurry 
Among La Follette Champions. 


Washington, Jan. 3.— The statement 
of Governor Osborn of Michigan, urg­ 
ing both President Taft and Senator 
Ca Follette to withdraw from the race 
for the Republican nomination, has 
caused more comment here than any 
other 
political 
development. 
This 
statement by Michigan’s governor com­ 
ing on the heels of the turn-down in 
the progressive state convention in 
Ohio, brought gloom to the La Follette 
headquarters. 
In fact, the spirits of 
Ihe LaFollette people have been stead­ 
ily dropping for two weeks, and they 
have reached a state of mind in which 
some of them are prepared to join 
with Governor Osborn In urging the 
Wisconsin statesman to withdraw in 
favor of Roosevelt. 
The 
impression 
is 
fast 
gaining 
ground here that Mr. LaFo llette un­ 
consciously has been used as a stalk­ 
ing horse for the Roosevelt boom. The 
men who have been putUng up the 
money for his movement and who have 
been active in his campaign are the 
colonel’s closest friends and secretly, 
if not openly, desire to see MTr. Roose­ 
velt in the field again. 
The Roosevelt 
movement has reached a state now
